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Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 and 
they constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, is now offering training seminars on the new 
energy code. Architects, engineers, interior design- 
ers, contractors and others are encouraged to attend.

Designers wanted for fire 
investigation pilot program 


How do buildings perform in fires?’ What factors 
contribute to structure failure, flashover, and injuries 
to firefighters and building occupants? 


The national office of the AIA is funding a pilot pro- 
gram in Boston to begin looking for the answers to 
these questions and more. Architects and fire-pro- 
tection engineers interested in undertaking a two-day 
training program in fire-incident documentation — 
and then to be on-call on a rotating basis for the six- 
month duration of the pilot program — will have 
the opportunity to observe and record building-per- 
formance data and fire-fighting techniques. 


The AIA nationally is underwriting this program in 
an effort to develop a national method for recording 
and evaluating building performance in fires. The 
data collected could be the basis for future code 
development including the implementation and eval- 
uation of performance-based design. 


This is an important and exciting opportunity and it 
is our hope that architects and engineers intrigued by 
it will attend the two-day training session in 
October.

Kennedy and Kerry praise 

BSA initiative 

Senators Ted Kennedy and John Kerry both recently 
commended the BSA and its collaborators for the 
design and initiation of the Civic Initiative for a 


Livable New England, which was inaugurated in a 
public symposium at the JFK Library last month. 


“I commend you for your leadership,” Kennedy 
wrote in a letter to the BSA, “for taking on the 
analyses of growth-related issues in the new econo- 
my, the consequences for sprawl, and our options for 
the future.” 


This BSA initiative, wrote Kerry, “will demonstrate 
that caring individuals can make positive and tangi- 
ble progress toward preserving [our] homes, land, 
and New England character” while also seeking to 
generate a vision of New England as a livable com- 
munity that is “prosperous, respects the environ- 
ment, fosters a neighborly spirit, taps into common 
beliefs and ideals and pushes confidently into its 
future.” 


Kennedy and Kerry both were commenting on the 
initial public conference in September — “The 
Challenge” — sponsored by the BSA, the American 
Planning Association (Massachusetts Chapter), the 
Lincoln Institute of Land Policy, the Urban Land 
Institute (Boston District Council) the 
Environmental Protection Agency, the Boston Bar 
Association and many others. The major underwrit- 
ers for this BSA initiative are A.J. Martini Inc. 
General Contractors and the Lincoln Institute of 


Land Policy. 


The 90-page background paper prepared for the 
September conference is available from the BSA

for $15.75, which includes state tax). Proceedings of 
the conference will be available in early 2001 and a 
series of community charrettes will occur throughout 
the Spring of next year.

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Architects enjoy victories in public-policy efforts 


Massachusetts architects achieved major legislative 
victories this past few months as the AIA/BSA 
Legislative Affairs Committee and our legislative 
advisors, George Bachrach and Paul Pezzella, con- 
ducted an extraordinarily successful effort related to 
construction reform, the timely payment of design- 
ers’ fees, and the school building assistance program. 


With an amazing few weeks of activity on Beacon 
Hill, architects, our advisors and professional col- 
leagues secured these milestones: 


© successful passage of the “retainage” bill, a long- 
term effort to ensure that the state is required to pay 
designers’ fees within two monthly invoice periods 
or at the next project milestone rather than “retain- 
ing” those fees indefinitely; 


© rescue of the School Building Assistance program 
which was on the verge of being gutted; 


© advancing the reform of construction laws in 
Massachusetts by eliminating the mandatory two- 
step process (feasibility studies may still be advertised 
independent of the design commission itself but it is 
no longer required by law); and 


© facilitating adoption of a comprehensive designer 
performance-evaluation process at the state level that 
is open and accessible to designers who now may 
respond in writing to evaluations and have such 
responses included as part of the record. 


These victories are enormously significant and reflect 
the efforts of dozens of architects over the past 
decade and, if we can enlist some of you readers who 
own or work in architecture firms, there will be 
more such victories in the next legislative session. 


The profession in Massachusetts owes a special debt 
to Legislative Affairs Committee Chair George 
Metzger AIA and to Committee member Russ 
Feldman for leading this exceptional intellectual 
effort over the past several years; the critical contri- 
butions of Committee member John Nunnari, 
Assoc. AIA and BSA Commissioner of Government 
Affairs John Miller FAIA also should be underscored. 
Of course, the astute and knowing guidance through 
the public-policy maze on Beacon Hill came from 
our nonpareil legislative advisor, former State 
Senator George Bachrach and his colleague, Paul 
Pezzella. Two more imaginative and assiduous advi- 
sors do not exist on Beacon Hill. These two profes- 
sionals also provide important public-policy advice 
to the South Boston Waterfront Focus Team, the 
Civic Initative for Livable Communities, the 
Educational Facilities Committee and the boards of 
directors of AIA Massachusetts and the BSA. 


We would like you to join us. We meet on the sec- 
ond Tuesday of every month at the BSA at 8:30 am 
to savor our victories and plan our next battles.

Sexual harassment affects 
contracted workers too 


Maria Jones is employed as a cleaning person for a 
company that provides housekeeping services to 
small businesses. Jones is often alone in the building 
after hours while performing her duties. One night 
while cleaning the offices of ABC Architecture Firm, 
John Smith — an executive at the firm — is work- 
ing late. He offers to assist Jones with some heavy 
items she is carrying and subsequently engages her in 
small talk. In the course of their conversation, 
Smith asks Jones out for dinner and drinks. Jones 
declines. Although Smith never made any physical 
overture toward Jones or said anything that could be 
construed as rude or threatening, his actions made 
Jones uncomfortable. Aware of Smith's position in 
the firm, Jones felt that her job was jeopardized by 
her refusal. The following day, she reported the inci- 
dent to her employer. 


Since Jones was employed by the cleaning company 
and not by ABC Architecture Firm, would the firm 
have any legal exposure to a sexual-harassment suit? 
You bet it would. Contracted employees are protect- 
ed under the same sexual-harassment laws that apply 
to a firm's full-time employees. When you are 


advised by a contractor that an incident has ocurred, 
you must take the necessary steps to protect your 
firm. You should address the issue immediately. 
Schedule a meeting with the alleged harasser. You 
should have a witness present at this meeting who 
will be able to attest that you did discuss the inci- 
dent with your employee. The witness should be a 
senior-level manager — not a peer of the accused 
employee. During this meeting, you should report 
the facts to the employee in a straightforward, non- 
accusatory way, allowing the employee to respond to 
the information presented. Your goal should be to 
find out exactly what ocurred and to solicit both 
sides of the story. You should also reiterate your 
firm's sexual-harassment policy, making it clear that 
this policy extends to contracted employees as well as 
co-workers. Document the meeting including the 
employee's response. 


Following the meeting, let the contracted 
employee/vendor know that the situation has been 
addressed and documented and explain that you 
have taken steps to ensure that this kind of behavior 
will not happen again. This may demonstrate to the 
contractor that the complaint was heard and 


addressed swiftly. 


You also should send a memo to all of your employ- 
ees that reiterates your firm's sexual-harassment poli- 
cy. Underscore the fact that the rules that apply to 
co-workers also apply to vendors. You should also be 
sure that your sexual-harassment training materials 
are clear about the rules regarding vendors as well as 
employees. 


Maintaining a file that documents incidents of this 
kind and the actions taken to resolve the complaints 
also will help to protect your firm in the event that 
an employee of a vendor files a lawsuit.

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Common sense leads to great 
presentations 


Nationally renowned marketing and communications 
wizard Joanne Linowes leads several of her popular BSA 
marketing workshops at Build Boston next month. 
Linowes also recently offered some presentation advice in 
Project Management, the handbook for project manag- 
ers published by PSMJ Resources; that summary is re- 
printed here with permission. 


These days you win proposals, negotiate contracts, 
impress audiences and maintain clients by blending 
technical expertise with superior communications 


skills. 


Influential presenters are valued assets. Whether pre- 
senting to an audience of one or 100, for a short-list 
presentation, a public hearing, or a client meeting, 
[the question is always the same]: How can you 
make your presentation distinctive? How can you 
turn that good presentation into a great presenta- 
tion? 


Switch viewpoint. Put your listeners’ interests first. 
Rather than telling them what you want to tell 
them, tell them what they need to know. 


Use language that makes complex ideas simple. Se- 
lect descriptive words that illustrate your point. Use 
marketing and “selling” words that highlight promi- 
nent aspects of the project. 


Repeat your main points three times during the 
presentation. You will appear well-organized, en- 
courage listening, and get your points remembered. 
Keep in mind the rule: “Tell ‘em what you're going 
to tell ‘em, then tell ‘em, and then tell ‘em what you 
told ‘em.” 


Exhibit enthusiasm ! Want your audience to be en- 
thusiastic about working with you or selecting you? 
Show your audience you are excited about the proj- 
ect and your work. Adopt a voice, body language, 
and phrasing [that reflect your enthusiasm]. 


Wrap the package. Use clothing, gestures, visuals, 
commanding presence and your voice to present 
yourself in a way that projects competence and con- 
fidence. Remember that the image you project be- 
comes your firm's public profile. 


Identify your “main points,” those points that are 
crucial for your audience to remember. Limit the 
number of points. Phrase each point succinctly so it 
is easy to grasp and interesting to remember. 


Never present without planning and practice. 
You might feel that you can do well if you “wing it” 
but nothing replaces the professional and natural de- 
livery that results from preparation and rehearsal. 


The difference between a good presentation and a 


great presentation is in planning the image you wish 
to project, organizing your information, tailoring it 
for your audience, and making your carefully re- 
hearsed remarks appealing and convincing.
